New cost-sharing agreement for Policing 


After months of tough talk by 
the Town of Innisfil, there is a 
new cost-sharing agreement 
in place for the South Simcoe 
Police Service. 

Both Innisfil and Bradford 
West Gwillimbury have agreed 
to establish a new Capital 
Budget for their shared police 
service, and to split the cost of 
Capital expenditures, 50-50. 

But the old cost-sharing 
agreement will remain in place 
for the Operational Budget. 

That agreement is based 
on a formula that considers 
population, number of 


households, and overall 
assessment value for tax 
purposes. Based on those 
criteria, the split between the 
partner municipalities will 
change for 2014, with Innisfil’s 
share of the bill dropping to 
53.89%, and Bradford West 
Gwillimbury’s rising to 46.11%. 

Innisfil still leads BWG in the 
overall number of households 
(14,203, compared to 11,331) 
and in assessed value ($5.43 
billion, compared to $4.51 
billion) - but the population 
gap is narrowing. Innisfil’s 
population is estimated at 


34,056, based on Statistics 
Canada information and 
the number of occupied 
homes, while BWG now has a 
population estimated at 32,166. 

During last year’s Police 
Costing debate, Innisfil CAO 
John Skorobohacz repeatedly 
suggested that Innisfil was 
over-paying for policing, under 
the current agreement, by as 
much as $lmiilion per year. 

The new cost sharing 
agreement was endorsed by 
BWG Council on February 
4, and by Innisfil Council on 
February 5. 


Police Chief’s contract extended 


South Simcoe - The Bradford 
West Gwillimbury-Innisfil 
Police Services Board has 
announced the extension of 
South Simcoe Police Chief Rick 
Beazley’s contract to 2017. 

Beazley was originally 
appointed as Chief in April 


that has now been extended. 

“Chief Beazley is a proven 
leader who has delivered 
results in just a short time,” 
explained Board Chair Sharon 
Villani. “The Board has 
full confidence that he will 


continue to be instrumental 
in the success of the South 
Simcoe Police Service, in terms 
of service, cost-effectiveness 
and the strengthening of 
community partnerships.” 

The extension was announced 
on February 11,2014. 


B & E Suspect nabbed by Social Media 


On Jan. 18, South Simcoe 
Police responded to a Break 
and Enter at a business on 
Innisfil Beach Rd. in Alcona, 
where extensive damage had 
been done. Police were able to 


collect evidence at the scene - 
including a clear surveillance 
photo of a suspect. 

The photo was disseminated 
using social media and the 
press, and resulted in solid 


dps that led to the arrest of a 
29 year old Barrie man. The 
accused was charged with 
Break & Enter, and Mischief, 
and released on a promise to 
appear for court.

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Holland Marsh Drainage canal project on budget 


The 2014 Business Plan of the Holland Marsh 
Drainage System Joint Municipal Board was 
approved by Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council, in its Feb. 4 meeting. 

The 2014 budget of just over $2.55 million 
was substantially lower than the 2013 budget, 
of $3.17 million - even 
though it includes 
the final phase of the 
Holland Marsh Drainage 
Improvement Scheme 
"2 years ahead of time, 
and on budget,” Drainage 
Superintendent Frank 
Jonkman Jr. told Council. 

Other projects in the 
works for 2014: 

. Improvements to the 
Morris Road Drain. 

. Completion of repairs 
to the Horlings Dyke, 
which disastrously breached last year, flooding 
approximately 150 acres of prime marsh 
farmland, east of the Bradford GO Train station. 

Jonkman was questioned by Councillor Carl 
Hordyk regarding the progress of the repairs to 
the Horlings Dyke. 

Weather conditions have slowed the work but 
repairs have now almost reached the site of the 
initial breach, Jonkman said, and should be 
completed “by late winter, early spring.” 



Councilwill receive a report on the progress, 
and the process of incorporating the Horlings 
drainage system into the Holland Marsh 
Drainage scheme. 

Jonkman acknowledged that work on the 
Holland Marsh Scheme and the Horlings Dyke 
repairs had resulted 
in the Board falling "a 
litde behind on Morris 
Road... We kind of backed 
off on the Morris Road 
one.” So far, only a “very 
prekmmary design” has 
been prepared for the 
Morris Rd. drain, and 
the Board has met with 
impacted landowners. 

He emphasized that 
the major project in 2014 
will be the completion of 
excavation of the Holland 
Marsh canals “as soon as the ice is off,” and the 
start of restoration of the riparian vegetation 
along berms and banks, in partnership with the 
Lake Simcoe Region Conservation Authority. 

Jonkman noted that there is the need to 
complete the final grading, and to allow the soils 
to “consolidate” before replanting begins, but the 
work to stabilize the banks and control erosion 
should be completed in 2015. 

Although the 2014 budget for the Joint 


Council endorses capital projects 


At a Special Meeting of Council, February 11, 
Bradford West Gwillimbury Council endorsed 
the key Capital projects that will bring services 
to the Employment Lands at Hwy. 400 - and may 
decide to look into hiring a Project Manager to 
assist the Engineering Department, rather than 
accept an offer of help from a developer. 

The meeting was held primarily to go over 
the details of the various Environmental 
Assessments (EAs) and the preferred options 
selected, with an explanation of what is needed 
to deliver servicing to the Employment Lands 
within the next 2 to 3 years. 

Engineering focussed on 3 of the 5 projects: 

. The Southeast Arterial Road. The 
Environmental Assessment for a 2-lane 
SEAR linking Bridge St. with Simcoe Rd. 
was completed in 2010. Ainley Consulting 
is currently working on the detailed design. 
Construction could start as early as Spring 2015, 
with completion by Spring of 2016. “We are 
already way ahead and going with full speed,” 
said Town engineer Khurram Tunio. 

• The Southwest Arterial Road. The 
Environmental Assessment for the 4-lane SWAR, 


which will use 10 Sideroad and the 5th Line to 
carry traffic from 88 to a new Hwy. 400-5th Line 
interchange, was also completed in 2010. The 
Request for Proposals for detailed design closed 
February 6,2014, and the Town received "a good 
number of proposals,” Tunio said, which are 
currendy being reviewed by staff. 

The EA recommended a round-about or 
traffic circle on 10 SR at the 6th Line, and the 
realignment of the intersection, moving it 
south of the current location to avoid having to 
purchase neighbouring residential properties. 

A number of other road alignments were 
examined, but rejected due to impact on 
environmental lands, farmland, or homes. 

A tentative time frame for the SWAR would see 
construction of underground servicing starting 
in Spring 2015, to be completed by Spring 2016 
- with road widening taking place only when the 
needed land is acquired. 

. The Hwy. 400-5th Line Interchange. The 
interchange Environmental Assessment was 
completed in Nov. 2010, and URS Canada 
is currently working on the detailed design.

Van Loan said that Canada’s fiscal 
performance leads all major G-7 
countries; since the 2008 downturn, 
Canada has posted the best job creation, 
strongest economic growth, lowest debt 
and lowest deficit. 


If there s one thing that has become 
clear, with the discussion of the 
projects that are key to opening up 
the Employment Lands along Hwy. 
400, it’s that the Town had better 
get it right, before accepting an 
Environmental Assessment Study and 
"preferred options.” 

As Director of Engineering and 
Infrastructure, Arup Mukherjee 
explained, once an EA is completed 
and has been accepted by the Ministry 
of the Environment, it becomes the 
basis of all subsequent designs and 
action, and can’t be changed without 
a lengthy amendment process - even if 
there are errors, or unexpected costs. 

It seems that when an engineer or 
consultant errs, unless there is loss 
of life - as in the Algo Centre in Elliot 
Lake - there is litde accountability, 
especially when the only impact is on 
the pocketbook of the taxpayer. 

A case in point is the widening 
of Dissette St. and the 8th Line in 
Bradford. The initial proposal 
minimized the impact of property¬ 


taking on adjacent commercial 
properties, and provided an 
estimate of about $11-12 million 
in construction costs. In fact, 
construction cost over $17.9 million, 
and the impact on the viability of 
businesses was so huge, that the Town 
was forced to buy out or compensate 
businesses no longer able to operate. 
The final price tag: Over $36 million. 

There are other proposed works, 
such as the Southwest Arterial Road 
(SWAR), that have the potential to 
burgeon beyond the initial estimates. 

Councillors did raise questions in 
the February 4 meeting of Council, 
and again in a Special meeting on Feb. 
11 - and again were told that once a 
‘Preferred Option’ is accepted and 
the EA approved, it is impossible to 
make changes without reopening the 
process, creating cost and delays. 

It just shows how important it is 
to get it right the first time around. 
Let's hope that with the SWAR and 
the Holland St. Reconstruction, for 
example, there are no errors.

Billing transition a mess 

To the editor: As residents of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury, we have seen many shifts in 
billing for water/wastewater over the years 

- from the Public Utilities to Barrie Hydro, 
PowerStream, and now back to the Town. 

This current transition is, without a doubt, the 
most badly-handled transition of billing we 
have experienced over the years. To receive 

a bill of $282.46 for water and wastewater 
dating back to September - a 5 month period 

- and being asked to pay it in one lump sum is 
unquestionably an imposition on the residents 
of the Town. 

Where the Town knew this change was 
coming, surely a better way could have 
been found to make things more financially 
manageable for its residents. Fortunately, our 
household is in a financial position to pay this 
bill. I could not imagine how things will be for 
families that struggle to make ends meet from 
day to day. We are paying our bill because we 
believe it is the responsible thing to do. 

Unfortunately, I ran into a snag with paying 
my bill, even though it clearly states on the 
back of the bill that it can be paid at major 
chartered banks through internet or telephone 
banking. When I tried to add the ‘Town of 
Bradford Finance Department’ to my internet 
banking, this option was not available. And 
when I called the bank to try to pay this bill 
through my telephone banking service, 
the agent was unable to find the Town of 
Bradford’s Finance Dept. How could Internet 
banking not be available as a payment option 
in this day and age? I note that payment via 
credit card is available at the Town website for 

I trust that my voice will be heard, and that 
the Town, having handled the transition of 
billing services so poorly, will at least make an 
effort to ensure that internet and telephone 
banking services are made available through 
the major chartered banks for the water and 


wastewater billings.

(Editor’s note: We spoke with the Finance 
Department, which advised that the 
appropriate way to register an online bill 
payment is “Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Water” or “Bradford Water” And Finance 
acknowledges that there have been issues with 
CIBC and President’s Choice Financial, but 
says those are in the process of being worked 
out. The bills actually cover a 92 day period, 
from Oct 1 to Dec. 31; any readings outside of 
that period onthe bill are due to “a formatting 
error that will be corrected in the next billing 
cycle." To ease the financial impact of being 
billed for 3 months' use, instead of 2 months, 
the Town is waiving late payment fees until the 
next billing, in March. The Town also offers a 
Pre-Authorized payment plan for utility bills.)

Come to think of it, why do we even 
need a special day, to express our 
love and appreciation to our nearest 
and dearest, to discover a soul-mate, 
express the tenderest of emotions, 
or even pop the question?

- actually, two Saints, one a Bishop of

tively became the patron saint of love. 
A story arose that the Saint healed his 
jailer's daughter of blindness - and 
sent her the first “valentine,” signed

In 1969, the Catholic liturgical calen¬ 
dar was revised, to remove Saints of 
“dubious “ provenance and history. St. 
Valentine was removed from the list of 
universally-revered Saints - although 
the 3rd Century priest Valentinus, 
who defied the emperor Claudius to 
perform marriage ceremonies for 
soldiers and was beheaded at the Via 
Flammia, is still recognized. 

It doesn’t matter. The name has 
stuck, and Valentine’s Day continues 
to be celebrated on February 14, with 
exchanges of gifts, cards and expres¬ 
sions of true love.

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Historical Society Show & Tell

Despite record snow and cold, hardy members of the 
Tecumseth & West Gwillimbury Historical Society turned 
out in January to share their treasures and stories at the 
annual "Show and Tell” meeting. 

The Society's youngest member, Andrew Melidy, amazed 
everyone with a copy of his family tree. Andrew is a 12th 
generation member of the Leger and Robillard families, 
dating back to 1602 in New France, and it was with pride 
that he detailed his lineage. 

More family history was presented by Patricia Blackstock, 
who shared a photo of her grandmother in a 1905 Home 
Economics class at Riverdale Collegiate. 

Jim Campbell related the lucky escape of his grandfather, 
who was torpedoed on the HMS Lion during the battle of 
Jutland in 1916. 

Another War memory, in the form of a diary excerpt, told 
of the experiences of June Chambers’ father. June also 
brought in some “V for Victory” buttons from World War H. 

Lois Fallis and her daughter teamed up to relate their 
family history. Lois’ great grandfather was a Methodist 
preacher in the Orangeville area, in 1862. His circuit 
included holding services in surrounding farmhouses, 
including a Camp Meeting in Fergus, in fair weather or foul. 
An antique toy cash register bank belonging to the family 
was also presented. 

To round out personal histories, Barbara Northwood 
recalled a cousin’s achievement, as one of the first women 
ministers in the Anglican Church, circa 1978. 

And there were objects of interest: Hazel Johanssen 
brought a baby’s layette from the estate of Muriel Reynolds, 
an elaborate candlestick was presented by Betsy Flood, 
Isabel Abbot brought a carved bowl from 1879 that was also 
a delightful music box, and Bruce Chambers shared his Sir 
John A. Macdonald collage.

Students were divided into multi-grade teams, led by a 
Grade 7 student, and from the Opening Ceremonies at

Earth Rangers inspire students at W.H. Day 


Earth Rangers is a “kids’ conservation organization,” with 
a mission: “to educate and empower children to Bring Back 
the Wild.” (See www.earthrangers.com) 

In keeping with that mission, the Earth 
Rangers visited W.H. Day Elementary 
School in Bradford on January 30, to 
engage kids in Water Conservation. 

Rangers Mandy Corbett and Amanda 
Brown led a school assembly, then 
gave Grade 5 classes an opportunity to 
neet “Blue,” a Peregrine falcon - one of 
10 animals raised or rescued by Earth 
Rangers, and now part of the organization’s 
education program. Blue is a success story. 

Peregrine falcons were once endangered 
in Ontario, down to a single breeding pair, 
due to the impact of the pesticide DDT. 

Since DDT has been banned, the Peregrine 
has made a comeback, and is no longer 
endangered - an example of how conservation and action 
can have a positive impact. 

The students also tried some hands-on experiments, to 
leam more about the impact of pollution on water, in a 
program developed in partnership with the Vancouver 
Aquarium, and funded by TD Friends of the Environment 



Foundation. 

Corbett told students, “Water is the most essential 
resource we have on our planet,” key for life on Earth, 

I and home to many animals. “There are over 2 
million species of animals that live in aquatic 
habitats, and that’s in the ocean. That doesn’t 
even include freshwater," she noted - but 
aquatic habitats are under attack. Over 70% of 
Canada’s wetlands have been damaged or lost, 
and pollution threatens both fresh water and 

Two of the biggest problems: Solid waste - an 
estimated 200,000 tonnes of garbage, plastic 
bottles and bags dumped in the oceans every 
year - and Hydrocarbons, the oils and greases 
that find their way into waterways, through 
spills or dumping, and that are toxic to life. 

In an experiment called ‘Operation Clean Up! 
students played the role of “Polluters,” dumping 
waste or oils into the water. Others played "weather- 
makers" creating “waves” and currents to complicate clean¬ 
up efforts. And still others played the role of “Clean-up 
Scientists” trying to scoop up floating garbage or remove 
the oils using everything from spoons to turkey basters - 
and learning just how hard it is to clean up pollution.

Winter, on ice! 


Operation Bait Bucket! 



At least three days a week, and on 
weekends, Wil Wegman and his team 
from the Ministry of Natural Resources 
Aurora District Office head out onto 
the ice of Lake Simcoe, on MNR 
snowmobiles, to chat with ice anglers. 

They’re not checking up on fishing 
licences, but spreading die word on 
Operation Bait Bucket. 

Now in its 4th year, Operation Bait 
Bucket educates — 

anglers on the 
importance of 
purchasing local 
bait, to prevent 
the transmission 
of fish viral 
diseases - and the 
importance of 
not dumping live 
baitfish into the 
lake. 

"We tell them 
we’re not here 
checking fishing 

licences - we set them at ease right 
away,” says Wegman. That opens the 
way for a dialogue on invasive species, 
how to prevent their spread from lake 
to lake, and how to dispose of leftover 
baitfish. 

“We tell them please not to dump 
their leftover bait fish down the hole. 

That used to be common practice," 

Wegman notes. It's now illegal, but the 
MNR has found it far more effective 
to talk to anglers, "and let them know 
why that’s not the right thing to do. 

Anglers are interested in doing the 
right thing.” 

Among the invasive species that can 
be spread through dumping of baitfish 
are the round goby, rusty crayfish, 
spiny water flea, and Zebra mussels in 
the “veliger” or free-floating stage - the 
latter two found in bait water. 

All of the invaders have become 
established in Lake Simcoe, but there 
is still a chance, through an educated 
fishing population, to prevent their 
spread to northern lakes. “We don’t

want to see Lake Simcoe become a 
vector for other lakes,” Wegman says. 
The response of ice anglers to 
Operation Bait Bucket has been 
positive. "They love to see their 
taxpayer's dollars at work,” he says, 
and to learn that money raised 
through fishing licences goes to 
fish and wildlife management and 
research, across the province. 

Wegman 
and his team 
haven’t been 
able to get 
out every day 
they've wanted 
to, due to the 
weather this 
winter. But 
when they do 
get out, they’ve 
noticed some 
trends on 
Lake Simcoe. 

There are 

fewer permanent ice huts out this 
year, and more of the portable huts - 
almost a 50-50 split. Uncertain winter 
conditions for the past few years have 
meant that “more and more people 
want to be more mobile on the ice,” 
Wegman explains. 

As for fishing conditions, “We have 
the best ice conditions we’ve had in 
at least 10 years,” he says. “Fishing 
has been okay, but not spectacular. 

We have seen some good Lake Trout, 
more Whitefish than last year, and of 
course, our jumbo perch.” 

And there’s still plenty of time in the 
season for fishing to improve. 
Wegman and Operation Bait Bucket 
expect to be out on the ice for Family 
Fishing Weekend, February 15-17. 
That’s tile MNR-sponsored weekend 
when any Ontario resident can grab 
fishing gear and try ice fishing - with 
no need for a licence.

In a winter with plenty of snow, 
South Simcoe Police have been called 
out to investigate more collisions 
involving snowmobiles, and have 
stepped up enforcement of the rules. 

Marine officers were kept busy 
on Saturday afternoon and issued 
a number of charges - including 
“Consume Alcohol in Other than 
Licensed Premises or Residence’! 
issued to 2 Toronto men found 
standing outside a fish hut on Lake 
Simcoe drinking beer. And a 35 year 
old Milton man was stopped by police 
after he was observed operating his 
snowmobile without a helmet, on a 
trail near Gilford. 

On February 9, around 7 p.m.. 


Marine officers with York Regional 
Police attempted to stop a snowmobile 
on Cook’s Bay. The officers had 
activated the emergency lights on 
their snowmachines, but the fleeing 
snowmobile refused to stop. Officers 
got in front of the snowmachine, but 
tile driver attempted to hit the police 
snowmobiles. When finally halted, 
police found the driver had been 
consuming alcohol. South Simcoe 
Police assisted, taking the driver 
to a police station for breath tests. 

The 50 year old Innisfil male was 
subsequently charged with Impaired 
Operation, Over .080 and Dangerous 
Driving, given a 90 day licence 
suspension, and a court date.

Construction is scheduled to begin in 2015, with 
completion in 2017 - including work on a new 4-lane bridge 
over the 400, a bridge long enough to accommodate the 
eventual expansion of Hwy. 400 to 10 lanes. 

The engineers explained that the consultants did look at a 
number of different configurations for the interchange and 
realignment of 5 SR; what was chosen maximized safety 
and minimized impact on woodlots, creeks and land needs. 

"Are you confident these are a realistic time-line?” 
asked Councillor Peter Dykie Jr., after Tunio noted that 
the interchange ramps and abutments will need at 
least 8 months of “pre-loading” or compaction before 
construction can begin. Dykie was especially worried about 
potential delays caused by land acquisition needs. 

Director of Engineering Arup Mukherjee said that talks 
had already begun with some landowners, “and we have 
the tool of expropriation.... At least with expropriation, 
you’re guaranteed you’re going to get the land.” 

Councillor Dykie also asked if the Town has a "back-up 
plan” to protect taxpayers, if costs go through the roof. 

Town Manager Jay Currier said staff will evaluate costs as 
the design moves forward. If the total project cost "exceeds 
the amount of the estimate, at that point we’d have to 
come back to Council,” especially since both the Ministry 
of Transportation and Developer group have said that $17 
million represents “an upset limit.” The parties, he said, will 
have to find a way to move forward - and keep costs down. 

The engineers also provided details of the additional 
works needed to bring services to Bond Head. 

Councillors hesitated, but Mukherjee urged Council to 
move forward with design of the entire system, including 
Bond Head, so that the Town will be ready for construction. 
“As far as how you stage that, that’s a discussion we could 
advance at a time when the detailed design is (completed),” 

The agreement with Bond Head Properties Inc. spells out 
the need to develop the Employment Lands first, and BHPI 
“are fully aware of the obligation to begin construction on 
the Hwy. 400 lands before Building Permits are issued for 
Bond Head," Currier said, but the developer also wants 
the Bond Head lands “development-ready,” and serviced. 
“Your Official Plan says you are planning to build (1,200) 
units in Bond Head,” he reminded Council. 

Mukherjee agreed. “We're here to build this out” - both 
the 400 lands and Bond Head servicing - "in the 2 to 3 year 
time frame presented." 

The Town’s Engineering Dept, can handle the workload, 
if it hires outside consultants to carry out land appraisals 
and peer review of designs, and a Project Manager to 
oversee the western half of the project, “to ensure we’re on 
schedule, to ensure we’re on track, to monitor,” Mukherjee 
said. He noted that the projects would be “managed by 
staff through this project manager,’’and that the cost to 
hire a project manager could be billed back to developers, 
through Development Charges. 

A majority of Council endorsed the capital projects. 


Sewers for Bond Head? 

Several Bradford West Gwillimbury Councillors in the 
Feb. 11 meeting asked about extending sewer servicing 
to the existing residents of Bond Head - and who will 
pay. 

They were advised that while the developer will pay 
the “lion’s share” of major infrastructure - including 
a new Bond Head pumping station and forcemain - it 
will be up to the Town to provide the local gravity-flow 
system, to service the older part of the hamlet. 

“There would be a cost,” said Town Manager Jay 
Currier. “Council definitely has to consider some 
options for installing local services.” 

"It’s a discussion that Council hasn’t had yet - how 
do existing home owners connect to the pumping 
station?” agreed Director of Engineering Arup 
Mukherjee, pointing out that the local connections are 
not part of the developers' agreement.
